DENVER TO FIGHT BACK 


Free Zone Gradually Con- 
tracted and Commercial 
Club Will Wage War. 


nl 


The express companies, some of which 
pay their stockholders special dividends 
of 200 and 300 per cent every few years, 
have agreements in many large Cities of 
the country not to make free deliveries 
beyond certain fixed. limits. 

Conditions similar to those that exist 
in St. Louis, “relative to charges for 
delivery beyond the free gone, are 
found in Lowisvilie, Memphis, Denver, 
Nashville, New York, Cleveland and 
Pittsburg. 

In most of these Cities small pack- 
figes, weighing 10 pounds or less, are 
delivered in arbitrary territory for 10 
and 60-pound packages for % 
cents. In St. Louis the lowest delivery 
charge.in arbitrary territory is 25 cents 
For large packages the rate runs up to 
$i. The express companies in Denver 
have beén gradually contracting the free 
delivery zone, and the Colorado Traffic 
Club is to take up the question for dis- 
cussion in the immediate future. 

Three years-ago the express companies 
made free deliveries in afi parts of 
Denver, but have been gradually reduc- 
ing the zone until now they scarcely go 
beyond two and one-half miles from the 
business center. The people of Denver 
are opposing the contracting of the free 
delivery zone, and hope to get relief 
through the efforts of the Traffic Club. 

In Memphis plans for compelling the 
express companies to extend the limits 
of the free territory are under consid- 
eration. 

In Pittsburg persons living beyond the 
free delivery boundaries are notified by 
mail of the arrival of packages, are 
given the option of calling for them or 
directing how they shall be delivered. 
In St. Louis the people are not notified 
of the arrival of packages: .They are 
turned over to the delivering cOmpany 
at Union Station, and sent to their des- 
tination with a demand for the extra 
delivery charges. 


Confetti Maker: sith a Kick, 
T. L. Gallaway, president of the St. 
Louis Confetti Co., has had many ob- 
stacles thrown in hiseqwa 


but .arbitrary regulations and charges 
or’ shipments of goods going but of St. 
Louis: 

“I am required by the express com: 
panies to prepay all “shipments,” said 
Mr. Gallaway. ‘“s.ng fs not required in 
any other business, nor in any other 
city. "That means that the express com- 
pany will char: » the consignee a fee of 
not less than 2% cents for collecting the 
money and returning it to me. 

“Recently a customer sent me from 
Macon, Ga., an order for 300 pounds of 
confetti. He sent the money to pay for 
it. The express charges on tne order 
amounted to $12, which I had to prepay. 
The goods were not called for. I ord- 
éred the express company to turn these 
goods over to the railroad company for 
return by freight. 


Cc. 0. D. Release Exacted, 

“The express company charged me 75 
cents—2 cents 10 pounds—for turning 
them over to the railroad company. In 
addition to that I had to pay 10 cents 
for the release of the C. O. D., making 
8 cents additional charges that I had 
to pay. . 

“Now. the express company would 
have turned that shipment over to any- 
body but the’ railroad agent without 
charge. In many places the railroad 
agent is also the express agent. As ex- 
press agent, he charges himself as rail- 
road agent a fee of not Jess than 50 
cents for turning over to himself an 
express package. 

“At first when I ordered the express 
companies to return goods by freight 
they refused. They returned them by 
express and insisted on me paying ex- 
press rates both ways. I refused to pay 
the bills, and they sued me, but I won. 
Since then they have been returning 
them by freight, but have tacked on 
these petty and annoying charzes. 

Couldu’t Dodge the Company. 

“For a time I would find out the 
name of the railroad agent in a town 
in which I had an uncalled for ship- 
ment and would order the goods turned 
over to, say, John Smith, That was 
satisfactory until the express com- 
panies happened to find out that John 
Smith was the railroad agent, and then 
they began making the charge for turn- 
ing the goods over fo him. 

“If the consignee at Macon, Ga. had 
accepted the shipment of confetti he 
would have been required to pay an ad- 
ditional 2 cents to’ the $12 prepaid ex- 
press charges ‘for sénding the money 
back to me. I think it is unfair to im-

MRS. DOXEY SEES, FOR FIRST 
TIME, ATTORNEY WHO CAUSED 
INDICTMENT BY GRAND JURY 


Inquisitors’ Inspection of Jail 
Brings Her Face to Face 
; With Rosskopf. 


Mrs. Dora E. Doxey, in jail for the 
murder of William J. Erder, and As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Rosskopf, the 
official who conducted the grand jury 
investigation and drew up the indict- 
ment against the Doxeys, saw each 
other for the first time Thursday morn- 
ing, When the grand jury inspected the 
jail, preparatory to finishing their work. 

Throughout his work on the case 
Rosskopf' had not had a glimpse of Mrs. 
Doxey. He eyed her curiously, and 
she returned his gaze, but no word 
was spoken by either. The woman was 
informed by an attendant of the iden- 
tity of her visitors, but betrayed no 
curlosity. 

Copies of the joint indictment charg- 
ing first-degree murder against the Dox- 
eys for poisoning William J. Erder last 
July were served on Mrs. Doxey and 
Loren B. Doxey Thursday morning. 
When the nine-page document was read 
separately to each they refused to make 
any statement except that they were 
“not surprised.” Judge C. Orrick Bish- 
op and former Lieutenant-Governor 
Charies P. Johnson, counsel for the 
Doxéys, will receive copies of the in- 
dictment Thursday.

An increase of 10 per cent in the retail 
price, of shoes has been recommended 
by the National Association of Boot and 
Shoe Manufacturers, comprising 22 
manufacturers of shoes in the United 
States, 
advance was scheduled for this year. 

The reason given is the increase in 


the cost of raw materials used’in mak-' 


ing shoes. The adjustm@nt of -prices is 


recommended to insure the nominal and 


necessary percentage of. profit to the 
dealers. 

St. Louis manufacturers of shoes say 
that the advance in price is not ex- 
pected to take effect immediately,. but 
that when the present supply of raw 
material is exhausted and the manp< 
facturers go on the market to pur- 
chase more hides, the increase wil) ne- 
cessitate an increase in the price of. the 
finished product. The wholesale deal- 
ers say that they will raise the price 
of shoes rataer than lower the quality 
for the purpose of eee shoes: at 
former prices.
